GW OFFERS FREE LEGAL ADVICE TO SMALL BUSINESSES IN THE DISTRICT 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The Small Business Clinic at George Washington 
University's National Law Center, the only one of its kind in the D.C. area 
and possibly the country, is offering free legal advice to Washington area 
residents who already own or want to start a small business or non-profit 
organization in the District. 

Legal counselling is available for such business matters as buying and 
selling agreements, commercial leases, zoning problems and the organization 
of corporations and partnerships. 

GW law students who staff the clinic are supervised by Russell Stevenson, 
a full-time law professor and founder of the clinic, and Perry Wallace, a 
lawyer and assistant director of the university's division of experimental 
programs. The Small Business Clinic, which has been operating on a pilot basis 
for the past three years, recently expanded its staff and is now a permanent 
part of the law school's Community Legal Clinic. 

The clinic has assisted small organizations such as a halfway house 
for former drug addicts, babysitting service, ice cream parlor, museum tour 
service, dance company, bakery, hairdressing studio and a variety of other 
profit and non-profit businesses. 

The Small Business Clinic operates weekdays from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. The 
phone number is 676-7463.

"THE FUTURE OF NUCLEAR POIVER AFTER THREE MILE ISLAND" IS TOPIC 
OF SPEECH GIVEN BY ATOMIC ENERGY AUTHORITY HAROLD P. GREEN TO GIV LA1\' ALUMNI 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Harold P. Green, an authority on atomic energy and 
professor emeritus at George Washington University's National Law Center, made 
the following remarks during a speech entitled "The Future of Nuclear Power 
After Three Mile Island" which was given Wednesday, October 3 for GW law alumni 
at the Army and Navy Club in Washington. 

On the future of nuclear power . 

"Three Mile Island can become the last nail in the coffin of nuclear power 
or it can become an opportunity for salvaging nuclear power. I prefer the 
latter view, that Three Mile Island is an opportunity to revive and resuscitate 
a moribund nuclear power industry. It provides an opportunity to wring the 
water out of the ill-conceived, paternalistic public relations gimmickry of the 
past quarter-century and to make a fresh start. 

"I have little doubt that the American people, if given the true story 
about nuclear power and its risks, will gain confidence in government 
institutions that deal with atomic energy. Now, the public needs to recognize 
that nuclear power is the least worst alternative of the technologies available 
for coping with the energy crisis."

On the nuclear power licensing process . 

"The licensing process must be simplified and rationalized. The process is 
overcomplicated in terms of the number of procedural steps required by statute; 
the manner in which each of these steps is burdened by so-called public 
participation; and the measures adopted by the NRC to encourage such public 
participation while at the same time preventing it from strangling the industry. 

"Public participation is nothing more than a code word for intervention 
by self-styled public interest groups who believe that the NRC itself is not 
protecting the public interest. A prerequisite for reform of the licensing 
process is for the NRC to conduct itself in a manner that will make such 
public participation unnecessary. 

"We must reverse the widespread perception that the NRC is more concerned 
with the welfare of the industry it regulates than it is with the health and 
safety of the public. I don't doubt that such a reversal would involve some 
short-term trauma for the nuclear industry that has been long accustomed to 
benign regulation, but this is the only path to long-term public acceptability 
of nuclear power." 

On Three Mile Island and the Chicago DC-10 

"After the recent DC-10 crash, there has been no public clamor to restrict 
flights over such population centers, and the flying public seems to have only 
slight and diminishing reluctance to fly DC-lOs. On the other hand, the Three 
Mile Island occurrence seems to have dealt nuclear power a mortal or near¬ 
mortal blow in terms of public acceptability. The difference in public 
attitude is based primarily on the fact that the public has confidence in those 
who regulate aviation safety but lacks confidence in the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission. 

"The public has been encouraged to believe that a little radiation exposure

is not undesirable, that systems designed to override human error would do so, 
and that because a particular natural phenomenon had never before been 
known to occur, it never would occur. In nuclear power licensing, the cult 
of public participation, in reality a sham and delusion, has been used to 
give legitimacy and the appearance of credibility to the line that the risk 
of catastrophic accident is near zero." 

On the present malaise of nuclear power technology’^ 

" The present malaise of nuclear power technology is due to several 
inter-related factors. 

" Technological advance in the civilian economy normally proceeds in small 
incremental steps as feedback from experience shapes the next step. Government 
intervention has forced the advance of nuclear power technology and so there 
are larger, more sophisticated successive generations of reactors without the 
benefit of substantial feedback from previous experience. 

" Second, the nuclear power regulatory structure was created, and has 
evolved, in a very abnormal way. Most regulatory agencies strongly enforce 
new health and safety legislation. In the case of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
the implementation of the regulatory program has always been balanced against 
the need to encourage the development of technology. 

" A third factor is that there has been little Congressional interest in 
nuclear safety except on the part of the powerful Joint Congressional Committee 
on Atomic Energy which had a very strong pro-nuclear bias. "

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Board of Trustees of George Washington 


University, at its meeting October 18, approved a revision in tuition rates 
previously set for the 1981-82 year. In January 1979, the board had approved 
tuition rates of $3,600 for two semesters for 1981-82; and $3,850 for 
1982-83. Their October 18, 1979 action increases these rates by $100. 

Tuition for part-time students will increase $3 per hour. 

The increase over previously projected rates will not apply to students 
in the School of Engineering and Applied Science or the National Law Center. 

"This is the first time in 10 years that projected tuition rates have had 
to be increased on a broad scale," said GW President Lloyd H. Elliott. "The 
increase has been approved after considerable study of the implications for 
the future, and was recommended with the greatest reluctance." 

In a memorandum to university administrators the previous week (TEXT 
ATTACHED), Elliott stressed the need for stringent financial management. 
"Managers at all levels must exercise careful judgment and discretion in 
making use of the resources available for 1980-81," he said. 

In other action the board 

—accepted the annual report for the fiscal year 1978-79 (COPY ATTACHED). 
The report shows a modest surplus of $1.5 million, which represents .9 percent 
of the $168.9 million in current fund revenues from all sources.

SOCIOLOGIST ETZIONI WILL JOIN GW FACULTY 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Amitai Etzioni, a sociologist and a scholar of 
international renown, will join the George Washington University faculty in 
1980. The appointment was announced following a meeting of the university’s 
board of trustees October 18. 

Dr. Etzioni will be the first person to hold the rank of university 
professor, a position recently authorized by the board. The establishment 
of the new faculty rank allows the university to bring to campus scholars of 
distinguished reputation who have made significant contributions beyond any 
single discipline, demonstrating a wide range of knowledge and breadth of 
understanding. 

GW President Lloyd H. Elliott termed the action ’’one of the most important 
faculty appointments the university has ever made. Dr. Etzioni is a first- 
ranked scholar in social theory and sociology today,” he said. 

Etzioni, who has taught at Columbia University since 1958, spent the past 
year at the Brookings Institution as guest scholar, and will come to GW from 
the White House, where he is a senior adviser in the Executive Office of the 
President.

’’Washington is the center of the world for public affairs,” said Professor 
Etzioni, ’’and sociology can make a contribution to assure that decisions made 
here are socially valid.” His decision to remain in Washington and to join 
the George Washington University faculty was influenced, he said, by the fact 
that GW has been effective in mobilizing its community and resources, and by 
his belief that ”GW is ready to become the leading university in the area.” 

According to GW Provost Harold F. Bright, Professor Etzioni*s appointment 
is a logical and major move in the direction of greater academic excellence 
in research and teaching in public policy. 

A university professor may teach courses beyond any single discipline 
while continuing with scholarly activity. ”Dr. Etzioni will teach at both 
the undergraduate and graduate levels on topics of interest to students in 
every academic division of the university,” said Dean Henry Solomon of GW’s 
graduate school of arts and sciences. Dr. Etzioni*s projected teaching 
schedule includes a lecture course on contemporary American society and a 
second course, a seminar,in which he would deal specifically with research 
in public policy. 

Dr. Etzioni received his doctorate from the University of California, 
Berkeley.

He has been a Guggenheim 
Fellow and holds memberships on the editorial boards of numerous social 
science and policy studies periodicals.

TEXT OF MEMORANDUM 

OF PRESIDENT LLOYD H. ELLIOTT OF GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 
TO GW ADMINISTRATORS OCTOBER 8, 1979 
TO GW FACULTY AND STAFF, OCTOBER 22, 1979 

A deficit of $778,405 in unrestricted funds, excluding the medical 
center, was incurred in 1978/79, and current estimates of revenues and 
expenses for 1979/80 indicate that a deficit of at least $234,000 will be 
incurred. These deficits have occurred for a variety of reasons. In 
spite of all reasonable efforts to control costs, we are faced with ever- 
escalating costs for energy; changes in the mix of the student body; 
failure of externally sponsored programs to come up to budget forecasts; 
and increases in employee benefit costs such as Social Security taxes 
and Workers Compensation Insurance. 

Certainly, there is no cause for alarm, but there is reason to 
reiterate the need for stringent financial management at all levels, since 
the experience of last year and this year cannot be allowed to continue. 

The 1980/81 budget permits an 8% increase in salaries, one percentage 
point higher than 1979/80. This provision means all increments in salaries, 
university-wide, must average out to 8%. Within this constraint, some 
increments may exceed 8% and some may fall short. It is recognized that 
this average salary increase is inadequate to offset the predicted rate of 
inflation or the increase in the Consumer Price Index. Likewise, the 
provision for a 7% increase in non-salary expenses fails to keep pace with 
inflation, and these limited funds will have to be utilized carefully. 

With these increases in place, along with a few other highly selective 
allocations, the 1980/81 general university budget currently shows a slight 
surplus. History indicates that this modest surplus will disappear, and 
in all probability become a deficit before we actually begin the 1980/81 
budget year.

Double-digit inflation has given us higher bills for the goods 
and services the university must purchase for day-to-day operation. 

Over the last year our postal bill for metered mail has risen 18.5%; 
bulk mail is up 47.6%. The cost of food is expected to increase 13% over 
the next year. Paper products are more expensive, and everyone is 
familiar with recent increases in the cost of books, laboratory materials 
and equipment. Over the last four years, in spite of conservation measures, 
our electric bill has increased 97%. 

To ease some of the pressure the university's budget committee is 
taking, albeit reluctantly, one action that is available to it. A re¬ 
commendation was made to the Board of Trustees to increase the projected 
tuition rates for 1981/82 by $100 annually for full-time students and $3 
per hour for part-time students. This increase over previously projected 
rates will not apply to students in the School of Engineering and Applied 
Science or the National Law Center. This will be the first time in ten 
years that projected tuition rates have had to be increased on a broad scale. 
The increase has been approved after considerable study of the implications 
for the future, and has been recommended with the greatest reluctance. 

Having reported the above information, it remains for me to alert you 
to the obvious. Increases in authorized spending levels for 1979/80 will 
not be approved unless (1) there is offsetting income, (2) there is an 
offsetting reduction in another budget allocation, or (3) unless a demonstrable 
emergency exists. This same policy is applicable to the allocations for 
1980/81. 

Managers at all levels must exercise careful judgment and discretion 
in making use of the resources available for 1980/81. For example, deans

should refer to the report of the university's average faculty salaries 
for 1978/79 compared with the AAUP report. The university report 
indicates that assistant professors, as a group, have not fared as well 
as others. This situation can, and should be, rectified within the 
constraint of the 8% increase; but in doing so deans are reminded that 
consideration must be given to variations among the disciplines in re¬ 
lation to the market, student load and departmental and individual 
productivity. 

As in most institutions,salaries cannot be increased as rapidly as 
the cost of living increases. University guidelines, within the constraint 
of the general 8% allocation, will be developed for consideration by 
managers in recommending merit increases to achieve the maximum benefit for 
non-academic employees.

the 1980 election, an expert at George Washington University 
will be a valuable resource person on the subject of the presidency 
and related topics. Stephen J. Wayne, professor of political

Publishing Co., 1974), a textbook for political science students.

STRESS EXPERT SUGGESTS COPING STRATEGIES 
WASHINGTON, D.C. — Had a cold lately? Or a backache? It may be more than 
the weather. It may be the number-one health problem of the decade—stress. 
More than half of all diseases have their origins in stress. 

Infections, backache, diabetes, arthritis, depression, allergies, 

hypertension, and even cancer are believed to be related to the ability to 
cope with stress. 

That was the niessage stress consultant Sharon Connelly, president of 
Resource Development Systems in Arlington, Va., gave to a group of George 

Washington University students during a recent week-long career planning 
program. 

Connelly, a GW alumna, said illness, backache, upset stomach and head¬ 
aches are signals that the body has run out of "adaptive energy." 

Many psycholo.gists agree that change is the common denominator of 
stress, since change inevitably involves uncertainty and loss. Divorce, 
death in the family, geographical relocation and job changes all rank high 
as causes of stress. 

Likewise, marrige, personal achievement and promotions cause stress, 
pointing out, according to Connelly, that stress is a physiological response 
to both positive and negative events and conditions. "Both cause the same 
chemical reaction in the body, "she said.

How we react to stress, however, is very much under our own control. 

Some of us drink, smoke or eat more. Connelly suggests effective coping 
strategies are exercise (walking, jogging, bicycling, swimming, dancing), 
good nutrition including low intake of white flour and sugar, relaxation such 
as yoga and meditation, self-awareness and time management. 

Building a strong "support system" is important, she said. Friends, 
group activities, religious affiliations and even pets can provide needed 
emotional support. 

At work, it is important to have a good "person/job fit." "Some 
people are turtles and some people are racehorses," Connelly explained. Both 
types are equally productive, but require a different pace and stress load 
on the job, she said. 

Supportive boss-subordinate relationships are valuable in keeping 
stress on the job to manageable proportions. A boss who only tells you when 
you make a mistake and forgets to praise accomplishment can add to stress 
overload. "When stress is viewed in terms of low productivity., absenteeism 
and hospitalization, the bottom line is expensive," Connelly said. 
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
